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Hearing ‘“‘this is only a test” 
broadcast by your local radio 
station may become a thing of 


the past. TheFCC has announced a“com- 
prehensive attic-to-basement” plan to over- 
haul the Emergency Broadcast System 
(EBS). EBS has not been updated since 
1976. Its name may be changed to the Emer- 
gency Warning System (EWS). 

Proposed is a new form of silent testing, 
and a cutback (from weekly to monthly) in 
the amount of on-air testing. Actually new 
equipment will be able to test itself. 

The FCC is suggesting a new “subaudi- 
ble” warning system that will preclude use 
the familiar 20-second tone that mixes 853 
Hz and 960 Hz together in order to activate 
emergency listening devices. 

Cable operators, which currently do not 
have to perform EBS tests, will be required 
to join TV and radio broadcasters. 

In 1991, EBS was used more than 1,500 
limes. The Emergency Broadcast System 
was activated nearly a day before Hurricane

Andrew hit the south Florida coast. 

EBS was established in 1951 as the 
CONELRAD (Control of Electromagnetic 
Radiation) system during the Truman ad- 
ministration to provide the president with 
the means of addressing the American peo- 
ple in the event of a nuclear attack. The 
service has yet to be used during a national 
emergency. 

The Truman administration envisioned 
that the president or a government agency 
would activate the tone to control a master 
radio or television station, one specifically 
constructed to withstand an atomic explo- 
sion. The station’s command tone would be 
heard by other stations, linked in a pyramid, 
those stations would be heard by other sta- 
tions, and so on. 

Currently, EBS is only used at the local 
level to notify the public of dangerous condi- 
tions; toxic leaks, tornados, hurricanes, chem- 
ical fires, earthquakes, floods and such. The 
EBS was even used during the L.A. riots to 
call off-duty police officers back to work.

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Airplane shadows stolen car’s trail

A special eye in the sky enabled police 
in Plymouth Township and Philadelphia to 
nab the driver of a suspected stolen vehicle. 

It was all in a day’s work for Scott 
Robinson of Elkins Park and James Rorick 
[N3GEN] of Plymouth Meeting, members 
of the Metro Traffic Control team who kept 
on the trail of the allegedly stolen vehicle 
after police were unable to continue a pur- 
suit. Metro Traffic, better known as “Shad- 
ow Traffic” is the Philadelphia area’s air- 
borne traffic reporting network. 

The incident occurred at 5:43 p.m. 
Wednesday [Sept. 3] when Plymouth police 
began pursuing a truck allegedly stolen from 
the Deck Motel in the 600 block of DeKalb 
Pike in Whitpain Township. 

Plymouth police spotted a truck that 
matched the description east-bound on Ger- 
mantown Pike getting ready to enter the 
south-bound ramp of the Blue Route. 

Plymouth police began to pursue the 
truck which left the highway via the St. 
David’s exit, and then headed back north- 
bound on the Blue Route, police said. 

Enter Robinson, Rorick and a Cessna 
airplane piloted by Barry Coplin. 

Robinson, an airborne reporter, along 
with Coplin, were just about finished with 
their daily task of supplying Shadow Traffic 
with updates on local traffic patterns from 
their bird’s eye view. The traffic information 
is broadcast over Delaware Valley radio 
stations for the benefit of motorists. 

Robinson received a call on the air- 
plane’s radio from Rorick, a Shadow Traffic 
“Stringer” who had been watching a football 
game in Conshohocken. 

Rorick had heard on his portable police 
radio what was going on, and notified Rob- 
inson and Glenn Kavash, also of Shadow 
Traffic. 

“It just so happened I was listening to 
the radio and heard there was a pursuit goin g 
on. I realized our aircraft was right above it” 
Rorick said. 

‘“‘We happened to be at the right place at 
the right time,” Rorick said. Robinson and 
Coplin were near the Blue Route, and soon 
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spotted the vehicle being chased. Traveling 
at 105 knots, or roughly 90 miles per hour, 
the plane followed the truck’s path as it went 
from the Blue Route to Route 30, Robinson 
said. 

“He was almost involved in an accident 
quite a few times,” Robinson said of the 
truck’s driver, who was weaving through 
traffic. 

From an elevation of 1,200 feet, the 
airplane continued to keep pace with the 
truck as it eventually entered the Schuylkill 
Expressway heading toward Philadelphia. 

“At one point we had a hard time keep- 
ing up, when it was east-bound on (Route) 76 
(near) Conshohocken,” Robinson said. 

Once in Philadelphia, Plymouth police 
lost sight of the truck, and were forced to 
drop out of the chase, police said. 

However, the Cessna continued to tail 
the truck as it exited the Schuylkill Express- 
way at the Girard exit, while Kavash notified 
Philadelphia police. 

Knowing where to find the truck, thanks 
to the traffic reporters, Philadelphia police 
sped to the scene and began a high speed 
chase, Robinson said. 

The allegedly stolen vehicle crashed at 
28th Street and Girard in Philadelphia, po- 
lice said. The driver, David S. Eisner of 
Philadelphia was apprehended by Philadel- 
phia police. 

Plymouth police charged him with flee- 
ing or attempting to elude police, reckless 
driving, three counts of recklessly endanger- 
ing another person, driving under suspen- 
sion, driving on the wrong side of the road 
and driving at unsafe speeds. 

Whitpain police reported that they ar- 
rested two alleged accomplices to the theft, 
Donna M. Morris and Francis X. Olekszyk 
of the Center Square area. 

Robinson said he believed it was impor- 
tant to become involved in the incident be- 
cause he didn’t want an innocent person 
injured in an accident caused by the chase. 

That serious goal aside, he admitted the 
experience also was quite a thrill. 

“It was great I really got a kick out of it” 
he said.

U.S. honors WW Il heroes: Indians and their language 


WASHINGTON - Back before the age of the 
scramble telephone, the U.S. Marine Carps 
found a secure way to keep its radio trans- 
missions from the enemy on the battle-fields 
of the South Pacific: Tell it to the Indians. 

These Indians were the legendary Nava- 
jo Code Talkers, whose guttural, rapid-fire 
walkie-talkie conversations so mystified Jap- 
anese code-breakers from Guadalcanal to 
Okinawa that the Navajos remained a con- 
tingency secret weapon for the U.S. military 
even long after World War II. 

Thirty surviving Code Talkers were in 
Washington [recently] to swap stories, and 
look on with some satisfaction as the Defense 
Department unveiled a Pentagon display 


memorializing their still little-known con- 
tribution to their war effort half a century 
ago. 

‘“Y oucan’t imagine how young and how 
culturally isolated we were,” said Samuel 
Tso, now 70, of Lukuchukai, Ariz. “I didn’t 
really understand what I was fighting for 
until I got back.” 

Tso, one of 10 children of a nomadic 
shepherd on the Navajo reservation, was 23 
when he went into action on Iwo Jima, one of 
the greatest bloodbaths of the Pacific War. 

It was the speed of the Code Talkers, as 
much as their impenetrable language, that 
led Maj. Howard M. Conner, communica- 
tions officer for the 5th Marine Division, to

INSTALLATION OF RADIO 
TRANSMITTING EQUIPMENT 
from Chrysler Minivan Manual 

Special design considerations are incor- 
porated intothis vehicle’s electronic systems 
to provide immunity to radio frequency sig- 
nals. Mobile two-way radios and telephone 
equipment must be installed properly by 
trained personnel. The following must be 
observed during installation. 

Power connections should be made di- 
rectly to the battery and fused as close to the 
battery as possible. | 

Antennas for two-way radios should be 
mounted on the roof or the rear area of the 
vehicle. (Magnetic mount antennas must not 
be used.) 

The antenna cable should be as short as 
practical and routed away from vehicle wir- 
ing when possible. Use only fully shielded 
coaxial cable. 

Carefully match the antenna and cable 
to the radio to ensure a low Standing Wave 
Ratio (SWR). 

Mobile radio equipment with output 
power greater than normal may require spe- 
cial precautions. 

All installations should be checked for 
possible interference between the communi- 
cation equipment and the vehicle’s electron- 
ic systems.
